statement is explained by the U. S.

shows that a larger proportion of beef 
cows are kept on ranches and farms 
and' beef cattle are slaughtered at an 
earlier age than used to be tho prac- 


In a discussion of the American cat— 
le industry during the last 75 years, 
he Year Book of the Department for 
921 which has just been published, 
escribed the growth and changes of 
practice In tho businesss. The system 
f. using younger cattle for the beet 
purposes, tjie Tear Booh explains, in- 
•olves the use of more harvested feed 
)er one hundred pounds of beef pro- 
duced, since a larger proportion of the 
gains in weight are made in the feed 
ot then was formerly the case with 
teers when carried four or five sea- 
ions on grass.
